The Belle’s Stratagem was performed at this Theatre last night.— 
This is one of the Comedirs of the good old school which has kept pos- 
session of the stage, spite of such glaring absurdity of plot, that we 
are quite sure that had it made its appearance st the present time it 
must inecitably have failed. Our anecstors had decidedly a stronger 
taste for broad humor than we of the present day; all the earlier co- 
medies prove this, aud exquisitely witty as many of them ate, the mo- 
dern reader is too often shocked by a degree of coarseness and vulga- 
rity which was not only in the taste of the day, bat decidedly relished 
by the fine ladies and gentlemen of the time. The comedy of last night 
however is free from tlie grosser impurities which usaally pervaded the 
plays of tlat period ; the language is as elegant as the plot is cxtrava- 
gant and defective. It is, perhaps, one of the most popular & best act- 
ing plays extant, spite of the defects which must strike every one who 
will exercise his own judgment, instead of svbmitting to the fiat of 
others. Fortuvately for the stage, the performers, indeed, for the pub- 
lic at large, the number of such persons is small. The part of the 
whimsical heroine was extremely well performed by Miss Taylor; the 
part is weil snited to the buoyancy of her spirits, and the natural vi- 
vacity of her manners. 

We cannot bestow the same praise upev Mr. Cooper’s Doricourt ; 
it was heavy aed pointless. The part is not one adapted to Mr. Coo- 
per’s style, nor do we imagine it is one he would himself have selected, 
for we must do Mr. Cooper the justice to say, (and it is a rare merit) 
that he appears to have a more accurate estimate of himself and his 
powers, than almost any performer we are acquainted with. The Co- 
medy was upon the whole well acted, and went off with success. 4 
Friend at Court, which appears to increase in public favor upon every 
successive representation, and Rosina finished the evening’s amuse- 
ments. Miss Land sang remarkably well, and was much applauded. .
